Of the seals actually de¬ 
clared the’PNP had 23 and 
the JI^ only two. 

First estimates put the vot¬ 
ing turnout at around 80 per 
cent, close to a record. A high 
turnout had tieen generally 
expected to favoi\ the PNP 


which IS seeking a second 
consecutiv'e term in office. 

iVialysts said a swing to the 
JLP in what is known as Uy

.ston appeared to have been 
more than cancelled out by* 
losses in the rural areas 
where JLP ui traditicvially 
strong.

It w*as more of a chip 
than a chop. 

One , left winger suggested 
Healey should have sold 'the 
Crown jewels rather than rut 
spending on housing, r-iads 
and schools. Healey coun¬ 
tered. amid laughter, that he 
toyed with the idea but con¬ 
cluded the jew’els were not ex¬ 
actly government property. 

He announced cuts of £2.5 
billion (S4.2 billion) in govern¬ 
ment spending over a two- 
year period as well as the 
sell-off of about $500 million 
worth of government stock in 
the huge British Petroleum 
Corp. The government will 
still have 51 per cent conti'ul 
when the sale is completed. 

Healey also announced Bri¬ 
tain will plijain ^50 million in 
standby credit from the Unit¬ 
ed States and W'est CJormany 
and that the International 
Monetary Fund (iMP) will 
recommend to its executive 
board that Britain be granted 
a $3.9*bi)lion loan to replenish 
depleted British currency re¬ 
serves which back the pound 
in world markets. 

Starting in the New Year, 
the price of a bottle of whisky 
will go up the equivalent of 5S 
cents to a total of $7 n A pint of 
beer now costing 30 pern e or 
about 52 cents wilt go up by 
one penny. A pajck of 20 ciga¬ 
rettes will rise by four pence 
to some 50 pence or 86 cents. 

The government, despite 
the announced austerity, will 
sptNid an extra £150'million 
next year to combat rising 
unemployment, now about 5.5 
per cent. 

Healy also hinted diere may 
be income tax cuts next year.

.billion lo $8 billion to acquire 


the dIT and store it un« 
dei’ground in salt dome cav¬ 
erns or in mines, mainly 
along the Gulf of Mexico 
coast, where it could easily bo 
transferred to tankers and 
pipelines if necessary. 

Under Ihe FEA plan the 
federal goxernmeni- would 
punhase the ci’ude oi! 
"through the normal federal 
pi’ocui'cmeni pniccdwres,”

If you have any specific 
comments, we’d like to hear 
from you. We believe that if 
enough people talk about the 
problems, we're that much ^ , 
closer to solving them.

Baghdad airport blast 


B^IIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) — 
A time bomb packed in a suit¬ 
case exploded, in a terminal 
crowded with pllRrims from 
Mecca at Baj^da^ airport 
Tuesday night, collapsing the 
roof and killing at least three 
and perhaps 14 i)ersons, Iraqi 
officials and witnesses said 
Wednesday. 


British airline officials said 
j;bet\\een 300 and 400’* were 
injured in the blast, which 
sent shrapnel and shards of 
glass ripping through the ter¬ 
minal. 

One witness said the roof of 
the terminal collapsed and the 
final death toll would not be 


lawvn until the wreckage was 
cleared away. 

Iraq accused Syria of smug¬ 
gling the exploslves^cked 
suitcase, which arrived 
aboard an Egyptian Airlines 
jet from Damascus, on the 
plane in the Syrian capital, 
the flight's last st(^ before 


Baghdad. Iraq's and Syria's 
rival facticMis of the ^’ath 
party have tended for years. 

'Phe official Iraqi news 
agency' sfiid the 18-pound .time 
bomb e.xploded in a crowded 
customs area. It said one 
Saudi Arabian, identified as 
Ktialed Abdel Karim al 
Zamel. and t%vo Iraqis were 
killed instantly. 

In London, a British Air- 
H’ays spokesman said that ac- 
coi^ing to reix)rt>s the airline 
received from Baghdad air¬ 
port. as many as 10 persons 
might have been killed and 
“between 300 and 400 injured” 
by the blast. 

In Tehran. Sayed Morteza- 
Mosavl, one of 80 Iranian pil¬ 
grims who Were at Baghdad 
airj)ort when the ei^loslon 
took place, told newsmen he 
counted at least 14 dead 
saw about 26 others being 
treated. He said the dead and 
injured were mostly Egyptian 
pilgrims who had been gath- 
err^ closest to the blast point 
in the waiting hall. 

•‘There were probably 
many others killed due to the 
collapse of the airport roof.” 
he said. "The authorities 
probably won't know the full 
. toll until they have cleared 
away the wreckage."

These road 
blocks consist of long delays in 
investigating cases because' of 
insufflcient staff and an ap¬ 
parent unwillingness on the 
part of the minister to appoint 
boards of inquiry. 

Since 1974 the Human Rights 
Branch has heard, in¬ 
vestigated. arranged settle¬ 
ment of or enforced legal 
provisions involving 1.486 cases 
and submissions — 430 of these 
are still pending. There is a 
backlog of 140 cases carried 
over from 1975. This backlog of 
rases grows with a shortage of 
staff. However the government 
has seen fit to provide only 
eight human rights officers to 
cope with the expanding load. 

With such understaffing, 
delays in investigating com¬ 
plaints become unavoidable 
Long delays wear out the com¬ 
plainant. who. from the begin¬ 
ning. is under a great deal of 
strain and often lacks the 
resources necessary to over¬ 
come difficulties in sticking 
with it and persisting with the 
action. Financial, family and 
work pressures are bearing 
down on the complainant but 
Ihe employer does not feel un¬ 
der sufficient compensation to 
make an attempt to settle. 

l-egitimate complaints which 
cannot be resolved by media¬ 
tion are sent to the minister of 
labor for approval for a hoard 
of inquire Under the previous 
government all recommenda- 
tiomffor boards of inquiry were 
approved but under this pres¬ 
ent government very few 
boards have been set up In 
1976. 28 cases have been refer¬ 
red to the labor minister and 
only seven boards have been 
approved. By failing to appoint 
boards or by making lengthy 
delays in appointing boards of 
inquiry Labor Minister Allan 
Williams refuses to fulfil his 
proper role to allow the com¬ 
plainant a right to a hearing 
The code does not require Wil¬ 
liams to appoint boards of in¬ 
quiry if he is not so inclined 
His inclination seems to be to 
allow these cases to sit in limbo 
forever, with no recourse for 
the appellant 

The old Socred government 
had a Human Rights Act which 
had the strength of "so much 
eyewash " and was completely 
unenforceable. Does the pres¬ 
ent Social Credit regime and 
this labor minister intend to 
sabotage the new Human 
RighU Code by discouraging 
complainants and by refusing 
to use the power in the act to 
enforce compliance? 

Womens’ groups marked 
International Human Rights 
Day bv recommending that 
there be increases in staff, 
there be proper appeal 
prot^dure and implementation 
of certain amendments to the 
code in order that people’s 
rights be protected and 
defended.

the Soviet Union.

The close association 
between the biggest East Euro¬ 
pean power and the smallest, in 
the view of Western analysts, 
has proved beneficial to the 
junior partner, helping it 
evolve from a poor, backward 
agricultural backwater into a 
more prosperous, mixed 
economy. In the process. Sofia 
has become a mlnl-Moscow. 

In addition to being prac¬ 
tical. the ties that bind Sofia to 
Moscow are popular with most 
Bulgarians, a situation' that 
contrasts sharply with other 
East European capitals where 
pervasive Soviet power is 
resented 

"The Russians here are the 
liberators both from the an¬ 
cient enemy, the Turks, and the 
modern enemy. Nazi Ger¬ 
many," a Western observer 
said. 

The relationship between 
Sofia and Moscow is so close 
that Bulgarian government and 
parly officials resent only the 
sug^stions of outsiders that 
their country is a "slavish" or 
"docile ” follower of the 
Kremlin. The Bulgarians insist 
their assnciation with the 
Soviet Union i^ voluntary and 
of great benefit to Sofia. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

"The Soviet Union is our 
colony,’” Todor Zhivkov, the 
65-year-old chief of party and 
state, told a recent Western 
visitor. "They sell us raw 
materials and we sell them 
manufactured goods" 

Bulgaria is so closely in¬ 
tegrated with the Soviet- 
dominated East European 
economic group. COMECON, 
that only 24 per cent of its trade 
is with the rest of the world. 

In Sofia, the Moscow 
presence is seen in the profu- 
sion of Soviet-made 
automobiles, the color and 


style of policemen’s uniforms 
and even the color and size of 
Bulgarian money. 

In the city centre, workers 
hose down the streets daily, 
rain or shine, just as they do in 
central Moscow: The mam 
street which enters the yeliqw 
square is called "Russki" and 
its extension is named lor 
Lenin. 

There is a monument to the 
Russian liberators of the 19th 
century and another to the Red 
Army of the 20 century. There 
is the most active Soviet 
cultural centre in Eastern 
Europe and perhaps the most 
luxurious Soviet Embassy com¬ 
pound. 

The affinity between Sofia 
and Moscow is so close that 
Bulgaria’s neighbors. 
Yugoslavia and Romania, each- 
of which has had foreign policy 
conflicts with the Kremlin, 
have at different itmes sug¬ 
gested that Bulgaria would 
become the 16th republic of the 
Soviet Union. 


♦ ♦ ♦ 

In both external and internal 
policies. Bulgaria adheres to 
the Soviet model so closely 
tacting other Warsaw Pact 
that very few outside in¬ 
fluences are permitted tothal- 
leDg*-4he official communist 
party policies. 

Party and state leader 
Zhivkov often acts as a mes¬ 
senger for Moscow when the 
Kremlin leaders want an in- 
tlTmediary for party business. 

For his part. Zhivkov has 
recently boasted to callers that 
Bulgaria has weathered the 
last three years of worldwide 
economic strain because of its 
close ties to Moscow. All other 
COMECON countries have 
greatly expanded their trade 
and borrowing ties with the 
Capitalist world, but- the 
Bulgarians have made only 
modest increases. 

Trade with the West has 
grown, however, and was es¬ 
timated to be in deficit in 1975 
by a total of 9800 million. With 
the United Slates. Bulgaria has 
. shown a big increase from a 
total of 911 million in 1973 to an 
estimated 975 million this year.

West are limited by the low 
quality of its manufactured 
goods and are dominated by 
such traditional agricultural 
products as attaF of roses, 
paprika and tobacco.

to Bulgaria and Bulgaria is not 
very important lo us." one 
American commented. 

’’Our goaUias been to simply 
establish" normal, civil 
relations." Ambassador 
Martin F. Hertz added.

One of the last to respond to 
the relaxation of tensions with 
the West. Bulgaria has recently 
agreed to its first cultural ex¬ 
change agreement with the 
United states. 

The Soviet cultural influence 
has not ended the Bul^rian’s 
feeling of national identity 
while heavy Soviet investments 
have enabled Btllgarla to 
reduce its dependence on 
agriculture. Now. about 30 per 
cent of the work force is as¬ 
sociated with agriculture. 

In Moscow. Ifdwever. 
Bulgarians sire best known for 
producing canned and frozen 
fruits and vegetables, wines 
and cigarettes that are often 
better than similar Soviet 
products. 

Several thousand Bulgarian 
construction workers have 
been sent to the Soviet Union to 
work on major projects as liv¬ 
ing symbols of their countries’ 
good relations—but also 
because the Bulgarians aje 
skilled workers. 

In the view of most Western 
experts, Bulgarians now enjoy 
a standard of living higher than 
their neighbors in Romania and 
Turkey and much of the Soviet 
Union, but lower than their 
neighbors in Greece and 
Yugoslavia. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

Westerners living in Sofia are 
cA^lly watched by security 
police and any Bulgarian 
visitors to their homes are like¬ 
ly to be questioned by officers. 

And. according to 
Westerners, there are few In¬ 
tellectual dissidents such as in 
most other European Com- 
mun'ist socifilL®?- no un¬ 
derground press and no visible 
political unrest. 

What social unrest there is 
comes from the makeup of 
Bulgarian society and its 
ethnic minorities; and from the 
development of a younger 
generation which is willing to 
challenge some Establishment 
controls.

SEATTLE (AP) — There Is 
a slope leading from a park* 
Tni* area to Sun Francisco’s 
Candlestick Park that has 
been labelled “Cardiac Hill.” 
Its steepness has led to nu¬ 
merous heart attacks among 
older fans. 

Officials at the Kingdome 
aa’c wondering whether the 
.same potential exist at' the 
65.000-seat domed stadium. 

Since the stadium opene;^ in 
Mai'ch, there have been'at 
least six “full” cardiac 
arrests or heart attacks at the 
Kingdome, says" Lt. Michael 
Olsen, emergency medical ad¬ 
ministrator for the Seattle 
Fire Dept. Medic 1 unit. 

Paramedics revived all but 
one of the victims. He died ^ 
daring a Seattle National 
Football League exhibition 
game earlier this season. 

There have been numerous 
other reports of suspected 
heart attacks, faintings and 
persons complaining of respi¬ 
ratory problems at other sta¬ 
dium events. Olsen said. A 
fuH fire department parame¬ 
dic team contracted by King 
County is on duty at ail King- 
dome events, he said. 

“ Any time we get a capaci¬ 
ty adult crowd it j*robably 
Will net us at least one person 
with heart-attack symptoms," 
Olsen said. 

It’s a Jong walk up the ex-, 
terior ramps to the third, or 
lop. level of the stadium. And 
there is a steeper climb up 
stairs if your seat is at the top 
of the third level. 
i Ife a brisk climb for any¬ 
one. People wlieezing and 
leaning on ramp railings Is 
not an uncommon sight. 

The Kingdome has two ele¬ 


vators, one primarily tor the 
press on event days and the 
otlicr for use by wheelchair 
patients, the handica 5 >ped and. 
others with serious health 
problems. Both elevators are 
available for emergencies. . 

Priority seating for Sea* 
hawks season tickcU^lders 
with specific health ^oblcms 
is provided where possible. 

"If it’s brought to our atten¬ 
tion that someone has a heart 
problem or emphysema, for 
example, wc do everything we 
can not to make it too steep a 
climb for them." said Gordy 
Gree, the Seahawks’ ticket 
manager. "If they have a 
bum leg or use a cane, we'll 
try to give them an aisle 
seat." 

Says Dr. Howard Pyfer: 


"There are a hell of a lot of 
steps and it's a long way up 
to the top, no doubt about it." 

Ted Bowsfield. the King- | 
dome manager, said there j 
. never were and are no plans ! 
to install escalators in the 
concrete stadium. 

"They (escalators) would i 
have sent the cost skyrocket-* j 
ing lor this building," Bows- | 
field said. "They decided to 
make the ramps a gradual |

DETROIT (APi -Bill Fi*ee- 
han’s placing days wth De- 
troU Tigers ended Wednesday 
when the American League 
baseball club announced il, 
would not offer the 3>yeaivold 
catcher a 1977 contract. 

General manager Jim 
Campbell said. hoiwe\er. that 
TYeehan had been offered a 
pot^ition in the club’s player 
- procurement and development 
program. 

As a free agent, Freehan 
can negotiate with any of the 
ma ior league baseball cliibs if 
he chooses to extend hip play¬ 
ing career. 

"Bill has been a mainstay 
oT the Tigers so long that it is 


hard io believe he will not be 
around.” Campbell said. ”We 
are deeply appreciative of his 
long, distinguished service.” 

Freehan, who joined the 
Tigers off the Unlv’ersity of 
Michigan campus in 1961, 
caught 1581 games -- more 
than any active catcher - 
and is one' only 13 eatchere 
in baseball historj' 'vith more 
than 1500 games behind the 
plate. 

He timshert wnh 1774 games 
as ^ Tiger, including oc¬ 
casional stints in the outfield 
and flrlt base, and cuintiiled a 
.262 lifetime batting average 
with a high of .300 in 1964.

NHL referees instructed 
to use more discretion 


'TORONTO (CP) — Na- 
tional Hockey League of¬ 
ficials have been instructed to 
use more discretion in calling 
certain minor infractions. I'e- 
feree-in-chlef Scotty Morrison 
ba>*s. 

Ifowever, Morison empha¬ 
sized in an interview that llie 
enforcement of major infrac¬ 
tions, particularly those in¬ 
volving use of tiie stick, is not 
being relaxed. 

“There certainly is no les- 
.sening in the entorcemenl of 
these serious infractions,” he 
said. ^ 

Morristxt said team gover¬ 
nors and crfficials. at meetings 
in Florida last month, 
e.Npreseed a deep concern 
about dropping attendance 
figures and suggested ‘‘they 
thought there were too many 
whistles.” 

• “It was felt that In some 
areas, say interference or 
marginal infractions that had 
no bearing on the play, too 
many penalties being 

called,” Morriscai said. 

As an example, he said in¬ 
stances where a player, might 
be interfered with as tlie play 
moves out of the defensive 
zone might be overlooked. 

However, Morris,)n said all 
infractions that affect the ex¬ 
ecution of a play will continue 
to be called. 

He said team officials 
present at the Florida meet¬ 
ings were unanimous in their 


opposition to more violent in- 
fractitxis such as highsticking 
and spearing. 

‘'Everyone is still unani¬ 
mous that this type of infrac¬ 
tion must be kept out of the 
game;” Morrison said. 

The referee-in-chief empha¬ 
sized, ho\\-ever. that the 
league had not ordered him to 
instruct game officials to 


treat minor infractions more 
leniently. He said such in¬ 
structions were only his In¬ 
terpretation of the sentiment 
e>q)ressed by team officiais at 
the Florida meetings. 

•"niere has been no edict. 
The governors collectively 
expressed their feelings, and it 
was up to me to take it from 
there.”

‘Grapes put B.C. 
behind in wine’ 



VANCX)L*VER (CP) — Leon 
Adams, an international wine 
consultant and wine book au¬ 
thor, said Tuesday that Brit¬ 
ish Columbia produced every¬ 
day wines better, than every¬ 
day wines in Europe. 

There were no B.C. wines In 
the fine international wine 
category, although a few 
came very close, he added in 
an interview after a two-day 
seminar sponsored by-''the As¬ 
sociation ol B.C. ’Wineries. 

Adams said tlie main fault 
was with the type of grapes 
grown in B.C., and to a lesser 
extent the wine-making 
process. 

The reason B.C. has a low’ 
number of quality wines is 
that growers have known no 
other grape varieties and 
were advised by federal of¬ 
ficials at the Summerland ag¬ 
riculture research statical to 
plant what is now grown. 

Adams said officials at the 
station told growers to plant 
hybrid grape varieties — a 


. cross between the wil(l grafies 
of the Mississippi Valley and 
the true European vinifera 
grape — because it was 
thought the vinlfewt .varieties 
would not sui*vive cold 
winters. 

"I have since learned that 
they never did any trials or 
what they did were not com¬ 
plete.” Adams said. “Conse¬ 
quently the growers were not 
soundly advised.” 

Even thiiugh B.C.'s wines 
were not the best in the 
world. Adams said. 12 of 35 
wines he snm[iled on this trip 
were appealingly palatable. 

Growers should swil<-h to 
•some new grape varieties, he 
said, but they should also stop 
the present practice of over¬ 
cropping vines. 

Adams said the practice, 
which is evident from the ton¬ 
nage produced in B.C. — led 
to p<x)r-quality grapes and 
weakened the vines to disease 
and winter-kill. Another fac¬ 
tor holding back good wine 
productimi was- that growers 
had not been shown how to 
choose the best sites.

OTTAWA (CP) — The Can¬ 
ada Development Corp. is 
committed to investing $7- mil¬ 
lion in a company, represented 
by prominent Liberal 1. H. 
Asper, Sinclair Stevens (PC 
York-Simcoe) said Wednesday 
in the Commons. 

Stevens said the CDC. In 
which the government held a 
majority of shares, was com¬ 
mitted to purchasing an inter¬ 
est in Canadian Investment 
Partners Ltd. Thai company 
in turn was committed to pay 
a fee of $100,000 a year until 
the year 2000 to Asper. former 
leader of the Manitoba Liber-’ 
al party, a lawyer and tax. 
columnist. 

He said Canadian Invest¬ 
ment w*as also looking at the 
possibility of purchasing con¬ 
trol of Global Com¬ 
munications Ltd., which runs 
a television network in On¬ 
tario. He asked whether that 
would be a conflict with the 
government’s owoership of 
the CBC.

Blanshard finally moving 


Tenders will be called in 
April on one of Greater Vic¬ 
toria’s »longest-delayed road 
improvement projects — the 
Blan.shard Street extension. 

Saanich municipal engineer 
Qifford Warren made the dis¬ 
closure during discussion by 
council’s public works com¬ 
mittee of street lighting pi^v 
gram proposed’’' for the 
planned Blanshard extension 
between Tolmie and the Pat 
Bay Highway. 

Warren said highways ,de- 
paiiment offi^als had told 
him tenders wt>()ld be called 
next April for the two-year 
construction project. 

Tlie dejwirtmenl will install 
street lighting only at inter¬ 
sections, with Saanich being 
■resixmsible for lighting be¬ 
tween intersections. 

The department recom¬ 
mends the installation of 95 
high-pressure sodium lamps, 
similar to those installed on 
the Pat Bay Highway at 
Royal Oak. Of the 95 lights. 
Saanich would be responsible 
for 54 at a cost of $85,000. 

z\ld. Fred Severson 
expressed concern that resi¬ 
dents along the extension 
would be ixithered by the 
strong lighting. * 

■•You w.Hild be bringing 
daylight into a residential 
area 24 hours a day.” he said. 

Warren suggested the area 
would not remain residential 
foi* long. "Considering the 
l<mg-term aspects, the light¬ 
ing recommended should be 
installed.” he said. 

Mayor Ed Lum said that by 
the time the extension was 
completed, there would be 
few private homes on the 
route. 

"Land is already being »»«■ 
sembled for higher-density 
development and the only por¬ 
tion with any sizable number 
of residences is the Seymour- 
Vernon area, which has al¬ 
ready been declared a devel¬ 
opment area.” he noted. 

Aid. Maurice Johnson de¬ 
scribed the solution as "cold 
thinking" but agreed the engi¬ 
neer was right in his assump¬ 
tion.

"This clinic was not f*ef- iqi 
to l)e an j»ngoing aeupum- 
ture clinic, but tt> assess the 
place of acirimncfure in reme¬ 
diation of pain," Macartney 
sai<l. 

"H Is very exiiensive to t)er- 
form this kind of trentmeni m 
a hospital because of all the 
st>ecialized people involved, 
and these new' meihixls may 
reduce the cost of treatmeni 
quite a bit." 

The important factor in 
using acupuncture. Macartney 
said, is the initial diagnosis. 
"If is essential that the initial 
diagnosis i* mode by a physi¬ 
cian. who then refers the pa¬ 
tient for ae«f>unrture. Pain 
may be due to a musctilar or 
nervous condition. Bui -il 
might also be due to gastroeni 
teritis, or to a tumor, in which 
case acupuncture would be 
the wrong kind of treatment." 

At Victoria General, Ma¬ 
cartney does most (rf the in- 
tial screening of patients re¬ 
ferred to the clinic. Tbe actu¬ 
al acupuncture treatments 
are done by Dr. Clior-Kei 
Oian, a Chinese with exten¬ 
sive training in acupuncture. 

Macartney rules out the 
prcdjability of a "placebo” ef¬ 
fect being the reason for the 
improved conditions of about, 
20 per cent , of the patients. 
Such effects are noted when > 
patients are given placebos, 
pills with no medicinal value, 
and still improve, mainly be-' 
cause they have faith that the 
pdU will gjre them.

'lliR success of acupuncture 
in treating pain may be due lo 
its ability to provoke the pitu¬ 
itary gland to produce a natu¬ 
ral pain-killer up to 200 times 
more powerful than - mor- 
piiine,. the iMedical Post re¬ 
ports. 

Dr. Bnive Bomeranz. as- 
«<x'iaie professor of zoology at 
the rniverslty of Toronto, told 
a meeting of the Society of 
Neurosciences recently that 
stimulation of nerve receptors 
deep in muscles ajtjfarently 
touches off a reaction in 
w'^hich the pilultaty gland pr^ 
duces a very powerful hor¬ 
mone, endoiphine, which 
slops pain stimuli from reach¬ 
ing the brain. 

Researchers produced ar^ 
tifieial endorphine. hoping to 
produce an extremely power¬ 
ful pain-killer which yould 
have few side effects, since it 
occurs naturally in the body, 
but the drug turned out jp ^ 

I addirtive. 

In spile of this setback, re¬ 
search is <’ontinuing to deter¬ 
mine if acupuncture definitely 
stimulates the production of 
endorphine. Pomera'’nz said. 

Experiments with anesthe- 
i tized oats showed that acu¬ 
puncture of season,- receptors 
I deep in muscles resulted in a 


pain transmission cell gelling 
"so screwed up tlial il gave 
the same resjionse for both 
touch and pain." Its response 
to touch was normal, but it 
resjxjnded to pain a.-? though 
the receptor was only e.\- 
periencing touch. Removal of 
the pituitary gland, ’uk-which 
endon>hines are most heavily 
concentrated, ended the ef¬ 
fect, as* did injectifxis with a 
drug whi<*h stop* nerv'e cells 
from receiving morjihine or 
' endorphine. 

A* a final lest of his re¬ 
search. Pomeranz is design¬ 
ing an e.xperiment to measure 
levels of endorphine in the 
blood before, during, and 
.after acupuncture treatment. 

Pomeranz. warned against 
doctors and patients jumping 
on the acupuncture band¬ 
wagon as a result of his re¬ 
search, but said If It wa* 
sucv’essful, it could provide 
valuable information leading 
to more accurate location of 
acupuncture points and deler- 
minatiop of the optimum volt¬ 
age lev'els for treatment. 

Acupuncture research is not 
a prestige research field, he 
noted, but hormone research 
is, and his discoveries might 
encourage more *\'ientist* to 
study the effects of acupunc¬ 
ture. _

LDMONTON (CP)— The 
pmblem with many people 
today, say co-oi'dinators in the 
pre-reliremeni field, is that, 
thev'* only think about retir¬ 
ement instead of planning for 
rt. 

’’it s really a paradox that 
IieoplP will spend a third of 
Uieir lite'preparing lor an o<‘- 
cuimlion. another third work¬ 
ing at tlie job and then not 
plan for the linai lhii*d -- 
which could be the most en¬ 
joyable yeai-s of their lives,” 
says Valerie Blakely, director 
of. recreation services for the 
Alberta gn^’en]ment’s special 
groups brarich. 

"It you Itaven't startCHl 
planning by the time you’re 55 
it’s too late,” says Joan Lang¬ 
ley, co-ordinator of the pni- 
\incial government pianning- 
foivretirement progi'ain. 

"You can get locked into 


some of tile individual pension 
plans. People need to know 
about pension plans when 
they're 10, not 60. or they’re 
going to init all their eggs into 
the wrong liaskei and get psy- 
chologioally bent up over it in 
retirement.” ^ 

Ms. Langley said there has 
been a marked decrease m 
respopsp to the provincial pre¬ 
retirement program, which 
has been operating successful¬ 
ly tor six* years. She said perj- 
ple feaj* fi're-relirment course.s 
may inhibit their carceer dev¬ 
elopment. 

"People feel if they attend a 
pre-retiremeht course when 
they’re 4(j, Uieir employers 
are going l‘-> think they’re 
abtnit to retire lomotrow” 

This is something both em¬ 
ployers and employees have 
to he educated about, said 
Harry Willmot, who started 
t h e tirsi pre-retirement 


courses in .Mberta seven 
yeai*s'*ago. "If a man’s mind 
is at peace about retirement- 
he’s going to be a better 
worker because there’s less 
tension — sonieUiing both par¬ 
ties should be aware of.” 

Willmot said reduction 
tension and fears about retir¬ 
ement 'is what provincial and 
city pre - retirement c-«')urses- 
aub at. but with an emphasis 
on the individual’s own self- 
assessment. 


"We don’t tell people what 
to do.” Seminars, only stress 
that retireies have to be self¬ 
starters. 

"Many people in the work 
force aren't self-starters to 
begin with. 'Suddenly you no 
iongeV have a jub and nolxxiy 
cares if you get out of bed in 
the tnomlng. In fact you could 
tade into the woodwork of 
your lour walls ' and never 
come out again, and life still 
goes on."

Tempers flare at idyllic spring

MONTGOMERY COIT^TY. 
Md. — Local lore has it that 
Union troops filled their can¬ 
teens from the sprinj?. Pres¬ 
ident^ Franklin Roosevelt is 
said to have had water from 
the same source brouRht U* 
the ^\Tilte House. 

More recently, the lines that 
form at the spring here in a 
heavily wooded se<tion al>oul 
12 miles from dow-ntown 
Washington have been domi¬ 
nated by tvw> kinds of people; 
rural blacks uho have moved 
to the inner city and find that 
they can’t stand the tap water 
and foreign embassy em¬ 
ployees who alsfj are accus¬ 
tomed to water free of addi- 
' tives. 

The combination makes for 
some delightful exchanges. 

The right way to cook 
greens has been swapped for 
a method of sauleeing 
Tnurfirooms without losing 
their natural flavor. 

A blacksnake curled around 
a tree limb /janging over the 
spring evoked a lO-minute 
recollection of grow'ing up in 
Mississippi. 

Along with the quality of 
the company and freshness of 
the conversation, the spring 
site provides an idyllic break 
from the crowds and hustle 
and risfidity of city life. 

The trees, mainly poplars, 
•re leafless now. but they still 
muffle the sound of cars rush¬ 
ing to an fro on River Road, a 
thoroughfare linked to the 
spring by a 30-yard dirt and 
gravel trail. An occasional 
Iquirrel affords diversion tor 
those who would rather Nvatch 
than talk or listen as they 
wait to fill their jugs. 

But the spring, too. appears 
to be going the way of other 
victims of urban sprawl. Soon 
it will join the summer traffic 
jams in Yosemite and the need 
to take a number before >*ou 
tan buy an ioe cream cone as 
another cost of overpopula¬ 
tion. 

The flo\y of the water has 
slow'ed suddenly. No one is 
certain whj*. Some suggest 
it’s a natural dropoff In a dry* 
winter. Others think that cuts 
into the stone quarry abo\e 
the spring have diverted some 
Cf the water. Whatever the 
cause, the etleot is alarming. 
Tempers among those queued 
up on icy mornings have shor¬ 
tened dramatically. 

The owner of the land 
around the spring, which has 
no name, tried to pacify the 
situation by posting a pen¬ 
cilled sign declaring that 
those whith “many” bottles to 
fill should yield their places in 
line to those with a “few'.”

(CP> — Al¬ 
though further charges of per¬ 
forming illegal abortions have 
been dropped against Dr. 
Henry Morgenlaler, the finan¬ 
cial repercussions of the doc- 
tor’s, seven-year battle 
ihonigh the courts are still 
with him. 

Morgantaler, acquitted 
tliree tlniea by juries on abor¬ 
tion charges, owes lUl.OUD in 
legal tees, and the Quebec 
revenue department claims 
he owes an undetermined 
amount in back ta.\es. 

Although the department 
said two veal's ago that he 
owned S354.799 in unpaid 
come tax for the years 1969 to 
1974, recent reports indicate 
the government is willing to 
•■settle for much less. 

Yves Morrissette, revenue 
department director of special 
iiKiuirin, (^firmed Tuesday 
that “it is possible the amount 
uill be less” then the original 
claim laid in February. 1974, 
but declined to say how much 
less. 

Published reports earlier 
had quoted him as saying 
^T3,0(K) was “not an impossi¬ 
ble figure,” h\it Morrissette 
denied this statement indicat¬ 
ed anything. 

The original amount was 
based on court testimony by 
Morgentaler indicating he had 
performed more than 6,000 
abortions in bis clinic at a 
maximum price of S300 each. 

The revenue department 
based its calculations on the 
assumption that the ti^ pKice 
^vas charged to eO clients, al¬ 
though Morgentaler has said 
he (4targed less titan tlUs in 
most cases and sometimes did 
not charge at all. 

Properties owrtod by Mor¬ 
gentaler including seven 
apartment buildings and two 
hixises - were frozen in 1974 
when the I'et'enue department 
began investigation, mean¬ 
ing he could not sell them. 

Meanwhile. Roberta Hamil¬ 
ton, a Montreal spokesman 
for .Morccntaler’s legal de¬ 
fence committee, said Tues¬ 
day that 5133.000 in legal fees 
was still owed by the doctor. 

A cheque for S24,000^l'a8 
given to him at a ceremony 
this f^eek, bringing the $30,000 
the total raised for his legal 
fees by defence committees 
acroes the country. 

Defence committees will 
(ontinue to try raising money, 
Ms. HamUt<m said. However. 
. *'people may feel the battle is 
over.”

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Plans in doubt for Suez cities 


SUEZ, Egypt (AP) — The' 
cities of the Suez Canal have 
been largely rebuilt three 
years after the last war with 
Israel and almost 900,000 peo¬ 
ple have relumed to their 
homes. But long-range plans 
to develop the region remain 
in doubt. 

The Egyptian government 
has spent about $1 billion in 
reconstruction of Suez, Is- 
mallia and Port Said, the can¬ 
al’s three main cities, and a 
dozen villages in between, but 
sources here say the recon¬ 
struction budget has been run¬ 
ning at a deficit in recent 
months. 

They give this as the main 
reason for the recent resigna¬ 
tion of Osman Ahmed Osman, 
the building contractor named 
minister of recon.struction a 
week after the fighting 
stopped in October, 1973. 

He had been i«x>nriisQd allo¬ 
cations for this year of some 
S750 million but by late 
August had received only one- 
third of this sum. His con¬ 
tracting company. whiefj 
erected the As^van High Dam 
and did most of the work on 
the canal cities, is finding it¬ 
self painfully stretched. 

Only a small start has been 
made on the plans for the 
next 25 years, w^ich envisage 
turning the entire canal re¬ 
gion Into an urtianized indus¬ 
trial and agricultural strip of 
2.5 million people. The foreign 
experts who drew up the 
plans estimated they would 
cost an ’additional $12 billion. 

Nevertheless, the canal re- 
gian is alive again because of 
the program of rebuilding 
areas tha,t were 83 per cent 
destiT^'ed In Sugz and 20 per 
cent in each of Ismailla and 
Port Said. 

The cities were scenes of at¬ 
tack in the 1967 and 1973 wars 
with Israel. A million inhabi¬ 
tants were evacuated to towns 
in the Nile Valley. 

Tlie rebuilding of. the cities 
and the return of their T>eor1e 
was at least an implied condi¬ 
tion of the Sinai disen¬ 
gagement agreements. Under 
the terms necotiated by U.S. 
Slate Secretary Henry Kis¬ 
singer, the Israelis withdre^v 
to positions 20 miles east of 
the canal. 

"We rebuilt 7.000 housing 
units in Suez, 6,000 in Ismailia 
and 4,000 in Port Said." said 
Hasaballah Kafrawy, head of 
the Executive Authority for 
tlie Reconstruction of the 
Canal Cities. "Some 55,000 
apartments, 210 schools and 
46 hospitals were-repaired." 

Even so. he said 45,000 
housing units are needed in 
the three cities before their 
populations can be adequately 
housed. 

Suez had a 1^7 population 
of 250,000, of which some 
200.000 persons have re¬ 
turned. 

' ■ Services are lagging 
seriously in Suez and much 
wx)rk remains to be done," 
Kafrawy said. "We hope all 
the pre-war population will be 
back by the end of next year, 
if funds are available.” 

Jn Ismailia. 220,000 people 
are living in homes, or 77.000 
more than there were in 1967. 
But overcrowding Is serious, 
although'economic activity is 
^ater than In Suez because 
of large tracts of agricultural 
land surrounding the city. 

President Anwar Sadat de¬ 
clared the ^^hole of Port Said 
' a "free-trade city" last Jan-

Lawyers for both sides 
agreed on a settlement and 
said they agreed not to dis^ 
close the amount 
Scrivener, former corpora¬ 
tion vice-presid«it for claim's, 
became the object of a bitter 
clash in the B.C. Ijegislature 
in June. 19t5. between then 
Transport minister Robert 
Strachan of the Neu- Demo¬ 
cratic Party and then opposi¬ 
tion member Bob McClelland, 
how health minister in the- So¬ 
cial Credit government. 

McQelland told the house 
he had information that Scri¬ 
vener bad a conflict of inter¬ 
est because he still ow-ned 
shares in a* Saskatchewan ad¬ 
justing firm. Strachan said he 
had been advised that Scri¬ 
vener had sold his interest in 
the firm but woujd be fired if 
he had not. 

A few days later. Stra¬ 
chan said Scrivener had lied 
to him and had been fired. 

A statement issued by the 
lawyers on both sides said 
Scrivener had disclosed to the 
dep^ment his Interest in a 
Saskatchewan adjusting firm, 
but had not spoken directly to 
Strachan.

Candles contain lead 


WASmNGTON (UPI) — 
The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission says sewne 
candles, mostly used In vfy 
tive lights at churches, are 
being sold with lead-core 
wicks despite concern over 
health hazards which might 
result. 

The commission singled out 


hro manufacturers which it 
said were -still making the 
wicks. Most of the industry 
dropped the practice after 
health concerns were raised 
three years ago about ex- 
IK>sure to burning lead.- 
Ibotisands of Christmas 
candles and .others at that 
time used slim lead wires in¬ 
side the wicks for support. 


Twfo firms — Queens Braid- 
worics Inc., New York; and 
American Wick Co., North 
Bergen, N.JI — “are continu¬ 
ing to produce lead core wick- 
ing,” the commission s.&id this 
week. 

The commission said it was 
considering whether to re¬ 
quire a label warning on such 


candles to let buyers know ot 
the presence of lead. 

Meantime, it said, “con¬ 
sumers can easily identify 
candles with lead-core wick- 
ing by a close e.xamination 
.. . The lead wire running 
throu^ the centre can be ex¬ 
posed by peeling back the sur¬ 
rounding cott(Hi braid.”

Often the amounts are 
sma.U, fVom 52 to 520. and cus¬ 
tomers get fed up trying to 
fight with the company 
through the mails. They can't 
phone becau.se there is either 
no listed number or the cost 
would not make it worthwhile.

I sus|)crt that this seems 
true mainly' be< ause sc ientists 
are obliged to C^rite, whether 
they have the kna»-k of u or 
not. if they mean to get « re{lil 
f<»r their notions. Probably 
there are jut as many pikkI 
writers among scientists as 
among huainessmen. soldiers 
and politicians, not to mention 
journalists and poets. 

Some of our best modem 
writers have l)een scientists, 
from Haldane and the Hux¬ 
leys to such cj»nlemj>oranes 
as l..ewls Thomas. l»rrn l-Iis- 
ley. (‘ti^tav Kckstein and 
Herb Henrilouw. But the lay 
writer who writes dearly 
about the mysteries of science 
is rarer than his oppiisite. the 
literary scientist, and nmsi of 
us would do well to leave 
. si ience to the PhD’s. 

T have a hard enough time 
running my own daily mile of 
pedestrian pi-ose without end¬ 
ing up with a sprained syntax, 
a gasping mm sequitur. or an 
exhausted bag of diches. And 
whe’n I get into scient-ific sui>- 
jpds, the hazards are mul- 
Itphcfl by my lark of romli- 
tioning.

K v e r y I h I n g by Stanley 
Srhuler, also publis^ted l)y 
K\Hn> - Lii>i)inc«>n. This one 
gives mi theory' or explana¬ 
tions at all; it simply lists a 
plant and tolls you how ]«« 
gnnv it in one short [lara- 
graph - hing, just like that. 

I don't think I have ever 
seen a garden book quite s<j 
concise as this one; it tells 
you as much as yog need to 
know, ami no more. Schuler 
lists well over a thousatid dif¬ 
ferent llowers, . .vegotahles, 
irc'e-i. .'‘hrubs. vines and 
IxKJseplants, and there is an 
.exc ellent cross-index wliereby 
you c'an find your problem 
jilanl whether you know it by 
ds l..atin hdtanic Hi name or its 
common Kngli.sh nicknahie. 

fine book whlrh has given 
me nujvh pleasure is .\ Kresli 
Herb Platter, hy Ikmithy

Mrs. Hogner not only' lists

Only two kinds of religion

Theologians ply their rus- 
loniary trade. 'ITieir job Is In 
dofend the faith of their fatli- 
era. They are pmfessionally 
dedieated to the task of clari¬ 
fying and preserv ing the re¬ 
ligious teachings of their own 
faith-communities. Theirs is 
the lask cif demonsti*ating how 
their ancestral religion stands 
afiart fmm all others, and 
w^hy it has remained unique in 
the world. 

Bot essentially therd are 
only two kinds of religion 
despite the theologians, and 
for alt the’ legions of priests 
and holy men all over the 
world Religion is either "ex¬ 
trinsic" or "Intrinsic:" most 
people practice the former; 
vei^ew, the latter. 

Ghrdtwi, Allport, the noted 
psychologist, has neatly de¬ 
scribed the ma.iority style; 

'Tor many people, religion 
is a dull habit, or a tribal 
investment to be used for oc¬ 
casional ceremony, for family 


i‘c*nvenien<e. nr for jiersonal 
comfort. It is something to 
use. hut not to live. And it 
may be used in a variety of 
ways: to improve one's 

status, to bolster one's self- 
confidence. to enhance one's 
inc'ome. to win friends, power, 
or influence." 

The trouble with "exlrinslc 
religion" is that it is primari¬ 
ly instrumental, it is liigiily 
personal but in a destnictive 
way. Such “religion" is clear¬ 
ly subordinated to other, more 
over-riding motives; seW-f*ri»» 
fertion. self-justification and a 
host of cgo-centred drives, its 
major function often turns out 
to he nothing more or less 
than a super-sanction for 
one’s owti fiersonal style^ of 
life.

LONDON' -'(CP) — British 
consumers (ace higher taxes 
for cigarettes and alcoholic 
beverage* next year as well 
as austerity in government 
' spending. 

But .the economic packt^e 
announced Wednesday failed 
to impress international baitk- 
ers and the wobbly pound 
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dropped almosLdsvo cents, re¬ 
covering sHghtiy^ater. 

Cries of “resl^” from oj)- 
|X)sition Conservatives and 
Labor left wingers greeted 
Denis Healey, chancellor of 
the e.xchequer, as he unveiled 
his mini-^dget in a tense 
House of Commons fearing a 
huge economic axe was alxHil 
to fall. It was more of a chip 
than a chop. 

One left winger suggested 
Healey should have sold the 
Citnvn jewels rather than cut 
spending on Inaising, roads 
and schools. Healey coun¬ 
tered. amid laughter, that he 
tojed with the idea but con- 
cludetf the jewels were not ex¬ 
actly government property. 

He announced cuts of £'J.a 
billion ($4.2 billion) in govern: 
ment spending over'' a two 
year period as well as the 
sell-off of about $500 million 
worth of government stock in 
the huge British Petroleum 
Corp. The government _will 
still have 51 f»er cent control 
when the sale is completed. 

Healey also announced Bri¬ 
tain will obtain $850 million in 
•standby credit from the Unit¬ 
ed Slates and West Germany 
and that the Intematimial 
Monetary Fund ' (IMF) will 
recommend to its executive 
board that Britain be granted 
a $3.9-bil]ion loan to replenish 
depleted British currency re¬ 
serves which back the pound 
^n world markets. 

Starting in the New Year, 
the price of a bottle of whisky 
will go up the equivalent of ."W 
cents to a total of $7v A pint of 
beer now casting 30 pence or 
about 52 rents will go up by 
one penny.

Spain votes for democracy 


M.VDRID (AP) Tlie mon¬ 
archy swept to a decisive vic¬ 
tory Wednesday in its referen¬ 
dum on bringing represent¬ 
ative government to Spain. 

Citizens voted- ovcrwiielm- 
ingly to end four decades of 
dictatorship in a heavy but or¬ 
derly turnout. A threat by 
radical leftists to kill a kid¬ 
napped adN iser of King Juan 
Carlos within two days did not 
disrupt the election. 

With 44 i>er cent of the bal¬ 
lots counted, the government 
election centre reported an 
80.l-per-cent turnout and said 
S-l.T per i-ent were for and 2.3 
per cent against the program 
to move toward parliamen¬ 
tary denKKTacy. 

The remainder were invalid 
or abstentions, as urged by 
the [lolitical left. The rigpt_ 
railed for a "no." vote. 

Voting was peaceful and or¬ 
derly in Spain's first national 
referendum in 10 years. 

Most of the 23 million eligi¬ 
ble voters cast ballots before 
news leaked out that the kid- 
naf)pers threatened to kill An¬ 
tonio Maria de Oriol, 63-year- 
old conservative industrialist, 
by midniidtt Friday night 
unless their ranson demands 
were met, 

Oriol, president of the state 


council and a member of ffie 
king's advisory body, was ab¬ 
ducted Saturday. 

In a new ransom note

BNen if a strike did develop, 
it would likely involve only a 
handful of con.struction .sites, 
McVeigh said. He said the

They are also asking that 
persons who are victims of 
such incidents or witnesses to 
them, should not delay in re- 
pfjrting them to police.

“Any delay in reporting and 
the resulting action by police, 
works in the favor of the as¬ 
sailant."

‘Grapes put B.C. 
behind in wine’ 



VANCOUVER fCP) — Leon 
Adams, an international wine 
consultant and wine book au¬ 
thor. said Tuesday that Brit¬ 
ish Columbia produced every¬ 
day wnes better than every¬ 
day wines in Europe. 

There were no B.C. wines in 
the fine international wine 
category, although a fow’ 
came very close, he added in 
an intervimv after a two-day 
seminar sponsored by the A.s- 
soclntion of B.C. Wineries. 

Adams said the nwin fnu1t 
was with the type ^ grapes 
grow-n in B.C.. and to a lesser 
extent the wine-making 
process. 

The reason B.C. has a low 
number of quality wines is 
that growers have known no 
other erape varieties and 
were advised by federal *of- 
ficials at the Summerland ag¬ 
riculture research station to 
plant what is now grown. 

Adams said officials at the 
station told grrrwers to plant 
hybild grape varieties — a 


C8DSS V'Ctween the wild grapes 
oEme Mississippi Valley and 
the true European vinifera 
grape - - because it w’as 
thought the vinifera varieties 
would not survive cold 
wint_frs. 

"I have since learned that 
they never did any trials or 
what they did were not com¬ 
plete.” Adams .suid. "Conse- 
(luenlly Ihe grijwers wore not 
sirmdly advised.” 

Even though B.C.’s wines 
were not the best in the 
world. Adams said. 12 of ?S 
wines he samided on this trip 
were appealincly palatable. 

Growers should switch to 
some new grar)e varieties, he 
said, but they should also stop 
th& present practice of over- 
cronpintr vines. 

Adams said the practice, 
which is evident from the ton¬ 
nage produced in B.C. — led 
to poor-quality grapes and 
weakened the vines to disea.se 
and winter-kill. Another fac¬ 
tor holding back good wine 
production was that grovvers 
had not been showm how to 
choose the best sites.

SUEZ, EgyrH (AP) — The 
cities of the Suez Canal have 
been largely rebuilt diree 
years after the last war with 
Israel and almost 900,030 
pie have rettimed to their 
homes. But long-range plans 
to develop the region remain 
In doubt. 

The Egyptian government 
has spent about n billion in 
reconstruction of.. Suez, Is- 
mallia and Port Said, the can¬ 
al’s three main cities, and a 
dozen villages in benveen. but 
sources here say the recon¬ 
struction budget has been run¬ 
ning at a deficit in recent 
months. 

They give this as the main 
reasem for the recent resigna¬ 
tion of Osman Ahmed Osman, 
the building contractor named 
minister of reconstruction a 
week after the fighting 
stopped ill October, 1973. 

He had bf**n promised alkv 
cations for this year of some 
$750 million but by late 
August had received only one- 
third of this sum. His con¬ 
tracting company. which 
erected the Aswan High Dam 
and did most of the work on 
the canal cities, is finding it¬ 
self painftilly stretched. 

Only a small start has been 
made oh the plans for the 
next 25 years, which envisage 
turning the entire canal re¬ 
gion Into an urbaniz^ indus¬ 
trial and agrieultural strip of 
2.5 million people. The foreign 
oxnerts 'vho drew up the 
plans estimated they u-ould 
cost an additional $12 billion. 

Nevertheless, the canal re- 
•dan is aliv'e again because of 
the program of rebuilding 
areas that were 95 per cent 
destroyed In Suez and 2b per 
cent in each of I.smailia and 
Port Said. 

The cities were scenes of at¬ 
tack in the 19!>7 and 1973 wers 
v,1th Israel. A million inhabi¬ 
tants were evacuated to towns 
In the Nile Valley. 

The rebuilding of the cities 
and the return of their reo®'le 
was at least an im'dled condi¬ 
tion of the ?inal disen¬ 
gagement agreements. Under 
the terms negotiated bv U.S. 
State Secretary Henry Kis¬ 
singer, theaklsraelis withc’re^v 
to positions 20 miles east of 
the canal. 

"We rebuilt 7.000 housing 
units in Suez. 6.003 in Tsmallia 
and 4.000 in Port Said." said 
Hasaballah Kafra\KY. head of 
the Executive Authority for 
the Reconstruction of the 
Canal Cities. ’'Some 55,000 
apartments. 210 schools and 
46 hospitals were repaired." 

Even so, he said 45,000 
housing units are neede<l in 
the three cities before their 
populations con be adequately 
housed. 

Suez had a 1937 population 
of 250,000. of which some 

200.000 persons ^^^e re¬ 
turned. 

•‘Services are lagging 
serioiislv in .Suez and much 
wr)ric remains t'> be done." 
Kafrawy said. "We hopf all 
the pre-war population uill be 
hack by the end of next year. 
If funds are available." 

In Ismailia, 220,000 people 
are living in homes, or 77.000 
more than there were in 1967. 
But overetxwding is serious, 
although economic activity is 
greater than in Suez because 
of large tij^acts of agricultural 
land surrounding the city.

huge economic axe was about 
to fall, ft was more of a chip 
than a chop.

Healey shpuld have sold the 
Crow-n jewels rather than cut 
spending on bojising, roads 
and schools. Healey coun¬ 
tered, amid laughter, that he 
toyed with the idea but con¬ 
cluded the jewels were not ex¬ 
actly government pro|>erty.

ment spending over a two-

Healey also announced Bri¬

of supplies. 

FEA Administrator Frank 
Zarb said it would cost $7.5 
billion to $8 billion to acquire 


the nil and store it un¬ 
derground In salt dome rav- 
ems or in mines, mainly 
along the Gulf of Mexico 
i oasi. where it could easily be 
transferred to tankers and 
pipelines if necessary. 

Under the FEA plan the 
federal governmonl would 
purchase the crude oil 
"through the normal federal 
procurement prcx’edures."

acquisition at a price close to- 
'the national average for crude 
oil. 

Ttie agency said it would 
tjy to stockpile about 150 mil¬ 
lion barrels pf oil by De¬ 
cember.

rates 150 million barrels 
would represent about 10 days

weekend to support a pelitiun 
calling for the sale ol liquor 
along with draught lieer at 
B.C. pubs. 

bVank Burger, presiilent of 
tlie B.C. Hotels’ Associaluzn 
which is actively campaigning 
for Uie sale of liquor in llie 
parlors, said petitions in the 
Okanagan aiul New We.'*!- 
minster have been successful 
and should Izc circutalinj 
among Victoria beer parlor 
customers by the weekend. 

'llie piwiiu-ial goveniineiit 
recently announced it was de- 
bating piMtnulgation of a law 
permitUng the sale ol liqiH’r 
in die parlors. Burger said 
the inihlie's supisirt wa.*- 
nece.sssary if the gtivernmeni 
was to change ils iK)licy. . 

Burger denied reports puh- 
liidHHi WcHlnesday tiial. llie .*p- 
eralors were vvilling to trade 
oil mute- dancet^* In the pub'* 
tor the right to sell Imnl li¬ 
quor. 

However. Uuiger said. Die 
sale of liquor would likely 
niov'c most beer parloi's int»> a 
nioi*© favorable financird i«isi- 
tion that would make the 
dancers unnecessary to at¬ 
tract additional business. 

He said that Ihe sale of li¬ 
quor was necessary to oftset 
’ escalating costa in running 
beer parlors which he de¬ 
scribed as a "vulnerable" 
business.
